"If a rommunity of this size does I 
not Ko ahead it will ku backward,! 
it cannot stand still. I maintain j 
that under the present political un-j 
rest it is impossible to gu ahead 
and that the city is slipping hack. 

■"Mien if political unrest is injur-i 
iiiK the city, we must settle it for' 
once and for all. A lurge number | 
of people have siKiied a petition 
askiiiK for a recall election. And 
I maintain that as the people have 
an inherent riitht to ha.e the ulti- ' 
mate voire in the control of the 
city, that the only way to settle 
this question is to let it come to a 
vote and settle it for Kood at the 
poles. 

"UcKardless of which side is ri.{hl. 
the matter should come to a vote 
and to a final derision. 

"Certain piil.lir improvements are 
needed. I do not feel that under 
evistiliK conditions they ran he ac¬ 
complished. Hut if the unrest is 
settled hy means of an election hy 
the people, then we run Ko ahead 
with these improvements and meet 
the need. 

"I repeat, when the public wish-, 
es to express itself on a (lUestion 
of public interest, the public has 
the riKht to settle that question 
and that a vote hy the people is 
the only means of deridiiiK the 
present political controversy and 
allowiiiK the city to an ahead."

No Territory Can Be Taken 
From San Mateo County, 
Says Attorney 

EXPLAINS STATE LAW 

Fifty Per Cent of All Voters in 
Both Counties Would Have 
to Sign Petitions 

That it will be impossible to di- 
vitle .San .Mateo County successfully 
is thr- opinion of I.istrict Attorney 
C. C. Coolidi;e of Santa Clara 
County, who nraintains that the 
new county could only contain 128 
S(|uare miles, all rjf which would 
have to be taken from .Santa (Tara 
< (runty. 

Accordinir trr Coolidjfe, the Kcrr- 
eral law slates that ".Nrrr shall any 
county he frrrmed which shall re- 
i (luce trr less than 12(10 .H(|uare miles 
the area rrf any existing county 
from which territrrry is taken to 
frrrm such a new errunty. Santh 
Clara (Trunty crrrrtains l.'i2K s(|uare 
trtiles ami .San Mateo fkrunty only 
170 sriuare miles. In that 128 
-riuare miles wrruld be twelve aild 
rr half srprare ntiles belrrngitrg to 
Stanford University, which is tax 
exenrpt. 

' The law rtlsrr stales, ".N'rrr shall 
' any line rrf such new errunty trass 
! within five milr-s rrf a county seat 
of airy county |iroposed to be di- 
virled,' which means the exterior 
limits of the trrwn or city in which 
the county government is located. 

Owing to the limits of Sair lose, 
the law vvoulrl force .Santa (Tala 
County to keep most of the .San 
I'Taiicisco highway and practically 
all the valley floor, leaving the 
new county littlr. more than I.os 
Altos, the untaxable campus and 
the unproductive mountaion region 
to 'lie nor'h. 

I•'uthe|•, according to Coolidge, it 
wouhl be necessary to present to 
the supervisors a petition .signed 
by at least (l.’i per cent of the 
(lualifierl electors residing within 
the designated boundaries of the 
pro|iosed new county- &and by not 
less than .'iO per cent of the rtuali- 
fied electors residing within the 
county or counties out of which 
the proposed new county is to be 
carved, an almost practical iiiipos- 
sibility. 

The new county would contain 
only about 8(ltlll population if ac-

SoriK! persons living in this city who go to San 
Franci.sco Ut do their shopping contend that they save 
enough money to save their train fare and still re¬ 
alise the .saving of a dollar or two over local .stores. 
This may be true, but The Enterprise is of the opinion 
that it is not. 

A market survey conducted b^ this paper during 
the last two weeks shows that prices on staple gooefc 
are almost identical with those in San Francisco. 
Meat prices, it .seems, are cheaper here. But even if 
[irices were lower in San Francisco, the consumer ^ 
.should realize that every time he .saves 10 cents for 
one pocket, the act of buying out of town is taking 20 
cents out of the other pocket. It is only just to try 
the home merchant first. 

In 00 jier cent of the cases it is the “higher price” 
bugaboo that .sends the person to San Francisco to 
buy. Probably if you would consult with the local 
merchant that bugaboo could easily be scao’ed off. 

If you think the local merchant’s prices are 
higher than those charged elsewhere, why not tell 
them about it? It is not fair to them nor to yourself 
to take someone else’s word for it. Take the matter 
up with the merchant. That is what he is in bu.siness 
for ami you will see a marked improvement in your 
community and more money in the pockets of every 
person here.
